Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  Sanitary  and  Housing  Matters  of 
the  District  for  the  year  1937. 


Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  all  the  supplies  and  services  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  district 
without  any  other  assistance. 

Various  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  pumps  in  the  following  Parishes,  Newton  Long- 
ville,  Nash,  Winslow,  Claydon,  Great  Horwood,  and  Little  Horwood. 

At  present  the  supplies  throughout  the  district  are  derived  from  wells  for  drinking  purposes, 
there  are  however  a  considerable  number  of  houses  which  have  arrangements  for  collecting  and 
storage  of  rainwater  either  in  underground  tanks  or  elevated  tanks  from  which  a  supply  is  laid  on 
to  the  sanitary  fittings,  coppers,  etc.,  being  used  for  domestic  purposes. 

I  feel  sure  that  the  present  arrangements  will  meet  all  the  requirements  until  the  County 
Council  Water  Scheme  is  completed. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Winslow,  Mursley,  and  the  Southern  part  of  Stewkley,  and  the  major 
part  of  Great  Horwood  have  sewers  and  drains,  also  sewage  disposal  works,  which  have  worked 
satisfactory. 

All  septic  and  settling  tanks  throughout  the  district  have  been  cleaned  out. 

Newton  Longville. 

A  scheme  for  the  proper  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  this  parish,  which  has 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  advertised  for  tenders,  the  successful  contractor 
could  not  carry  out  the  work  on  account  of  the  long  lapse  of  time  in  settling  the  land  and  wayleaves 
charges. 

North  Marston,  Drayton  Parslow,  and  the  North  End  of  Stewkley. 

Messrs.  D.  Balfour  and  Sons,  Engineers  of  Westminster,  have  rendered  their  report  of  the 
proper  sewering  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  these  Parishes,  and  have  been  instructed  to  prepare 
the  full  schemes  complete  for  the  Parishes  but  up  to  date  have  not  submitted  the  final  details. 

Conversions. 

During  the  year  the  following  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  converted  into  water  closets. 

Stewkley  3.  Winslow  6. 

Mursley  1.  Great  Horwood  1. 

Scavenging. 

The  scavenging  of  the  main  roads  in  the  Parish  of  Winslow  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
workmen,  this  work  includes  the  sweeping  of  the  streets  two  days  per  week,  also  the  cleaning  out  of 
the  catchpits  when  required. 

Refuse  Collection. 

In  the  Parish  of  Winslow  the  Collection  of  house  refuse  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Council 
and  a  weekly  collection  is  made. 

The  refuse  is  deposited  by  dumping  in  a  controlled  manner,  all  paper  being  burnt,  the  refuse 
being  levelled  at  the  end  of  each  day’s  collection  and  covered  by  ashes  and  street  sweepings,  fine 

earth. 


Meat  and  Foods; 

There  are  12  slaughter-houses  on  the  register  which  have  been  properly  limewashed  at  the 
proper  periods  and  generally  keep  in  good  order, 

129  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  701  carcases  examined,  food  in  preparation 
have  been  examined  on  108  ocasions. 

No  meat  has  been  seized  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  no  occasions  have  arisen 
for  the  service  of  notices.

Factories  and  Workshops  and  Bakehouses. 

These  places  are  periodically  visited  and  in  most  instances  the  regulations  were  carried 
out,  two  cases  were  reported  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  which  were  compiled  with. 

There  are  14  Factories  and  Workshops  to  which  93  visits  were  made,  and  also  19  bake¬ 
houses  in  the  district  to  which  134  visits  were  made. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926,  and  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936 

Visits  have  been  made  to  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  throughout  the  area  and  generally 
found  to  comply  with  the  Orders  and  regulations. 

During  the  year  Four  existing  Cowsheds  have  been  reconstructed  on  modern  lines  and 
provided  with  proper  floors,  ventilation  and  light  and  drainage. 

Two  new  cowsheds  have  been  built  and  three  Small  Holdings  within  the  area  during  the 

year. 


Periodical  limewashing  has  been  well  observed  throughout  the  district. 

There  are  202  cowkeepers  on  the  register  and  21  retail  purveyors  of  milk,  and  the  number 
of  inspections  made  is  168. 

The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacterial  contents  and  for  tubercle  bacilli  is  operated  by 
the  County  Council  Officers. 

Shop  Act  1934. 

Inspections  have  been  made  under  this  act  within  the  area  and  in  all  cases  there  has  been 
no  contriventions  of  the  Act. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

I  regret  to  have  to  state  that  there  are  no  Factories  within  the  area  where  this  work  is 
necessary,  being  a  farming  area. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

General  inspections  have  been  made  at  regular  periods  to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams  within  the  area  and  is  generally  satisfactory.
